SATISFACTORY PROSPECTS — THE COUNTRY. 

Editor British Colonist: — I returned 

yesterday from a prospecting expedition up 

the South Fork of ihia river, and am happy 

to be able to forward you satisfactory ac- 
counts of the mining going on in that dis- 
trict. I ascended the Fork soine ten miles. 

and prospected the banks of the stream on 

both sides, and though not lucky enough to 

pitch upon any spot where good wages could 

be made with a rocker, yet I saw quite 
. sufficient to impress me with thagreat im- 
' porlance and extent of the mines. The 

country around the Fork presents a very 

similar appearance to that of the main river, 

being surrounded by benches and Hats 

slightly wooded. These benches are mostly 

flanked by hills destitute of timber, being 

covered with long grass, and extend for 

some distance on both sides. On some por- 
tions of the river, however, the hills descend 

nearly perpendicular to the water ; and it is 

chiefly at the head of these canons where 

ithe richest deposes are found. 

MINING ON THE SOUTH KOHK. 

I noticed, altogether, about .00 men mining 
on different parts of the Fork, and most of 
them are taking out from $8 to S'JO a day to 
the hand. The iirst parly, aboul lour miles 
up, is Pittman & Co , who are working a very 
good claim with rockers. A short distance 
from them are two or ihree companies 
building dams, in order to get at a portion of 
the bed of the river when the waterfalls 
during the winter. The bank-diggings bo- 
longing to these men are very rich, paying 
fiom 815 to $'20 a day. Nearly opposite to 
(hem, on the other side ol the stream, Mr. 
Allison, one of the original prospectors, has 
a claim thai pays $10 a day. About eight 
miles up. on the left batik, there is a perfect 
colony id half-breeds, with their families. 
They have one of llie best claims on the 
Fork, being loonted on a Hat some six hun- 
dred yards by one hundred in extent There 
is some four feet of heavy stripping (gravel) 
to be taken off before they can get at the 
pay-dirt, which is about two feet deep, and 
probably extends to the bed-rock, which 
they have u.it been able to reach, owing to 
the water corning in. 

One Marshall, u Frenchman residing at 
New Westminster, intends bringing water 
<m to the Hut, and working it with sluices, 
when hiyou thickamun will undoubtedly bo 

the result. The father of these half-breeds 
is a Frenchman, who has been 20 years in 
xhi.s country in the Company's service, mid 
has a farm at tho Knranloops. Some distance 

above this flat, two Germans have rocked out there being no fihow for minors w thout 
-■• - " ••' Provisions were also getting dearer 



on a creek which flows into the rivor about 
ten miles from the Forks. They have turn 
ed the bed of the creek and have a set of 
sluices going, and are taking out their 
"piles." Besides this, they intend turning 
the water on to a reinliboring Hat which 
prospects well. There is also another pnrty 
working on this creek some five miles farther 
up, thus satisfactorily proving that tho gold 
is distributed over the country and is not 
confined to the river and its banks, 

A GENUINE GOLD COUNTRY 

In short, it is tho general opinion here 
among experienced men, that this is by far 
the best looking country for gold that lias as 
yet been struck in British Columbia and that 
extensive deposits of that mineral exists in 
the neighborhood. 

It is a common remark among miners that 
you can see more good sluicing-ground here 
in one mile than you can on the Fraser in 
20 miles. 1 do not wish it to be understood 
that any one coining here can find good dig- 
gings, and set to work at once ; on the con- 
trary rocker diggings that will pay from 3 to 
•1 dollars a day per man nre scarce — at least 
on that part of the river as yet prospected — 
and there are some miners now working on 
the South Fork, who are not making more 
than will keep them in flour and beans ; but 
men of small capital, who can afford to build 
dams, or bring water to flats, will find remu- 
nerative investments for their money and 
labor. 

SPRING r.M.MICRATION. 

Of course it will be too lale this year to 
expect any increase in the number of miners 
on the Similkameen; but from the number 
of men whom I have heard express their 
determination to return in the spring, and 
from the inducements which this fine coun- 
try holds out to settlers, I should judge that 
the influx of visitors to these parts next year 
will be pretty considerable. 

the Winter — game. 
Neatly all the miners here purpose winter- 
ing, and some of them have already built 
log huts. The Frenchman whom I men- 
tioned above, says that he has never seen 
the snow two feet deep in the valley but on 
one occasion, when the winter was unusu- 
ally severe. There will be plenty of game 
here during the cold weather, an tfrerrtoer 
comedown in large numbers from the moun- 
tains, and miners anticipate a plentiful sup- 
ply of venison steaks. 

LAND CRASHING. 

Land speculation has already reared up 
its prolific head amongst us. I noticed yes- 
terday a piece of paper stuck on a tree, 
dated "lied Earth Fork, Sept. 19th." and 
which informed the public that Col. Moody 
had preempted '-2II0 acres of land west and 
north of Ihe said fork. I presume from Ibis 
that the Lieut. Governor intends to desert 
the capital of British Columbia and the 
coast range, and fly to the interior ; at any 
rate, the gallant Colonel could not have made 
a better choice than he has for a suburban 
retreat, the land being level and nearly as 
smooth as a howling-green. 

PIKE COUNTRY KOR FARMERS, 

Apropos of land, 1 must not pass over the 
splendid tracts of farming- land on the South 
Fork. There are some fields there contain- 
ing thousands of acres of grass four feet 
high, and I expect a great deal of it will be 
preempted and settled on before tho corning 
spring. 

BUILDING— THE TOWN. 

Two now stores are to be opened here 
before the winter sets in — one will be on 
the South Fork, some five miles up, and 
the other at the Forks. Tho fust house 
built was lor Mr. Marslon, who formerly 
kept a store on Victoria Mar. He intends 
bringing his family out this winter. As yet 
there has been no town laid out here, 
although we shall soon have two stores and 
one butcher's shop in full swing, besides a 
good sprinkling of tents at the Forks. 
\ititivAi, or oo y, D0ucr.ii and suite 
Mis Excellency Governor Douglas and 
patty camped within a mile of this place, 
laM night, on their way to Bock Creek. 
The Governor intends visiting the Similka- 
meen district on his way hack by tho 
now trail to Fort Hope. I hear that a ma- 
gistrate is to he appointed both at this place 
and Rook Creek.

The Last Fugitive Blare Case. 

Our Olympia cotemporary, the Pioneer 
and Democrat, waxed wrnthy In its last 
number about the arrest and liberation, of 
the mulatto boy Charley. It actually took 
two columns and a half to deliver itself of 
its indignation, popularly known as bun- 
combe. Were we to judge from the im- 
mense effort of the leading journal of that 
inland sillage, we barely escaped annihi- 
lation through the total absence of an 
American naval force in our waters. Had 
they been here, possibly the island and all 
would have been attached with a writ of 
" catch the negro worshippers," and towed 
over to Puget Sound as a fugitive from 
" manifest destiny ;" and ere this, it is pre- 
sumed, we, " subjects," would have been 
metamorphosed into "sovereigns;" and 
who knows whether we would not, ns sover- 
eigns, have aspired to the possession of sub- 
«'ects, even if they were— to use the vernacu- 
lar of our cotempornry— •' dandy negroes V 
But, luckily enough, we were preserved 
from the modern interpretation of the repub- 
lican doctrine that "all men are born free 
and equal," the " all men " somewhat para- 
doxically meaning white men only. We 
prefer, however, with our cotemporary, to 
believe this to be "a port of universal 
equality ;" at any rate it is a free port for all 
kinds of property— ever, negro "property" 
cannot be kept in bond here. What is more, 
we intend to keep it so ; but what most sur- 
prises us is, that the Pioneer did not under- 
stand that before. If it had, it would cer- 
tainly have saved itself from the Quixotic 
attack which it has made on every thing 
here, from " English humanitarians " down 
to " dandy negroes." 

We certainly have no wish to be bothered 
by spending ou: time in catching " negroes," 
even to endow them with liberty ; although 
we don't intend that others shall make our 
soil a rendezvous for slave-catchers. Con- 
sequently we would prefer to see our cou- 
sins, after having caught and tamed them, 
set them free where they were born. For 
certainly, so far as wo know, we are per- 
suaded that most of those who have sought 
an asylum here, would have preferred to 
remain in the land of their nativity, had they 
been treated as the doctrine that "all men 
are born free and equal" would lead them to 
suppose. Instead, therefore, of blustering 
about, as though we were to be demolished, 
because our authorities put in force our laws, 
with which two-thirds of the American peo- 
ple concur, we are the parties who should 
complain, and seek reclamation from the 
Federal Government. We certainly have 
no great cause to iidmire some of the blacks, 
native American, owing to their conduct 
at the last general election. Still we are not 
disposed to ignore that fundamental princi- 
ple of our constiiulion which states that 
" when a slave touches British soil he is 
free," either to make amends for their mis- 
conduct, or to please our neighbors 

Wo are told the Colonist was " in error 
in mating that Capt. Fleming and Governor 
McGill consulted authorities and arrived at 
the conclusion that the slave could not be 
held." and that they hold an entirely dim-r- 
ent opinion. We sincerely regret to find 
ourselves " in error," lor though our inform- 
ants may have been mistaken, still we sup- 
posed both gftillemen were possessed of loo 
much general intelligence to hold an opin- 
ion to the contrary ; for certainly nine-tenths 
of the American population of this town, 
nover entertained any other view ol the 
question than that the slave could not 
be legally kept on board the Anderson. 

But the most amusing pait of our bluster- 
ing cotemporary's gasconade is found in the 
following extract : 

It is only owing to the absence of a proper 
naval force that his (Gov. MoGill's) conduct 
on that occasion has warranted the Hriii«h 
journals in proclaiming our Governor's as- 
sent to the recent outrage. Had there been 
n United Slates vessel of wai there nt the 
time, the affair would not have so termi- 
nated. But, under the olrourostanoei, wo 
had 10 succumb to superior torco. 

When the abovo was written, our cote.m- 
poiury must tiave been wrought up to u high 
slain of palriotie agony at " the recent 
outrage ;'' but we presume when Gen. Cms 
informs tb° owner ol the fugitive that ho 

hsi no oauie for complaint against the Bri- 



tish authorities, that such ridiculous vapor- 
iiigs will find their recompense in the de- 
fence of Gov. McGill, who by the way 
showed great prudence, according to the 
above extract, by not attacking us, through 
believing " discretion was the better part 
of valor." 



Looking Through a Window. — Thos. 
E. Gray, a six-footer, and stout in propor- 
tion, complained before Judge Pemberton, 
yesterday morning, of James S. Brown, a 
neighbor of his, whom ho alleged had looked 
thiough his window and made threats 
against his person. H. P. P. Crease, Esq., 
appeared for Brown. Gray made his com- 
plaint, and said he could bring witnesses to 
prove that Brown had threatened to maim 
him. Judge — Why do you suppose he is 
going to hurt you? Gray— For the simple 
reason that I believe him to be deranged ; I 
can bring twenty witnesses to swear they 
believe him to be out of his head. Mr. 
Crease — Your honor there has been nothing 
proved, except that my client looked through 
Gray's window; we admit that. Surely a 
" cat may look at a king." Judge— Certain- 
ly; but when that cat makes threats, he 
must bo looked after [laughter]. Brown 
was ordered to enter into his own recogni- 
zances in the sum of jEIO, to be of good be- 
havior for six months, and was then dis- 
charged. . 

" Scottv." — This poor insane wretch has 
become n public nuisance latterly. He 
promenades our prineipul streets dnily, utter- 
ing profane and indecent language at the top 
of his voice, and yet nothing is done by the 
polico authorities to prevent him. Ho sub- 
sists entirely by begging ; and the money he 
receives from citizens invariably finds its 
way into the till of some unprincipled liquor- 
dealer. It would certainly bo an act of 
charity to plueo this poor man out of the 
reach of liquor, even if ho had to bo con- 
fined; and we have no doubt there are chari- 
table people in our midst who would contri- 
bute sufficient to support him comfortably. 
Will nut the police look to his case? 

A Change for the Better.— We learn 
that H. E. Mack, grocer, on Government 
street, adjoining the Bastion, was yesterday- 
awarded the contract for supplying the pris- 
on and police barracks with provisions— he 
being the lowest bidder. The system here- 
tofore has been to allow the chief of police 
to net as commissariat, but owing to recent 
astounding developments of the abuses at- 
tending the system, made during the late 
investieation before the police commission- 
er, it was decided to obtain a contract for 
the supplies. The investigation into the 
department will, we learn, be continued as 
soon as Justice De Courcey returns from San 
Juan. 

Mammoth Mushrooms. — We were yes- 
terday shown by Mr. Alex. Clink, two mam- 
moth mushrooms, which were found yester- 
day at Cloverdale ( Dr. Tolmie's) Farm. One 
measured llj inches, and the other luij 
inches in diameter. They were each about 
three inches thick; and will be used for 
ketchup — not being so palatable for present 
use as the smaller breed. We really think 
we can boast of having larger mushrooms, 
of every kind, than any other British colony 
under the sun. 

A Distinction with a Dn ferknce.— 
We overheard an interesting conversation 
the other day at one of the hotels, between 
a customer and the proprietor. Customer — 
[sipping a glass of wine]. This is mighty 
poor wine. John— Indeed, sir, we keep the 
best in town. Customer— Ah, John, that's 
just what 1 complain of— you keep the best 
wine, but you sell the worst. Another bottle 
was produced at once by the diseomlitted 
Boniface. 

Wiiihkv VENDERM. — A chap known us 
Peters, and another named Orrin Gates were 
arrested on Tucsdny by officers Trura and 
Blake, charged with selling whisky to In- 
dians. They were convicted yesterday morn- 
ing in the Police Court, and fined X10 each, 
or in default, suffer three months' imprison- 
ment,

A Prayer for Relief. 

Mr. Waddingtou yesterday handed in the 
following petition from Geo. E. Nins, late 
proprietor of the Victoria Gazette newspa- 
per, who is confined in our jail, on a writ of 
ne exeat— which requires him to give se- 
curity in the sum of JE500, not to leave the 
colony. Tho complainants at whoso in- 
stance the writs were issued, are said to bo 
Attorney General Cnry and E. H. King, 
who allege that the prisoner is indebted to 
them in the sum of $1100. If his siate- 
niont bo correct, Nins has good causo to peti- 
tion the legislature for relief; and we hope 
a searching investigation will be made into 
the matter by the honorable vnembers to- 
day : 

To the Honorable the House of Assembly : 

The humble petition of Geo. E. Nias, a 
native of England, citizen and resident of 
Victoria, sheweth : 

That your petitioner is confined in the 
common jail of Victoria, under a writ of ne 
exeat, from the Court of Chancery. 

That such writ requires your petitioner to 
find bail for £500 not to quit the country, 
and that such writ was served at an unsea- 
sonable hour (near nine o'clock at night) and 
is for an excessive amount. 

That the writ was procured by a high offi- 
cial of the colony upon allegations entirely 
false and untrue, and unsupported by facts. 

That the dun of Chancery is already in 
possession cf the goods, plant and materials 
of your petitioner, lo the value of $4000. 

That from the fact of such possession, 
your petitioner could not sell, nor remove 
his goods, and therefore it is improbable he 
would leave the colony. 

That if the Court of Chancery possesses 
such extraordinaiy powers, liable to be ex- 
ercised without the most satisfactory proof, 
every man is liable to summary imprison- 
ment as a common felon. 

That your petitioner is confined in a 
felon's cell, without fire, or light, without 
bed or blankets of any kind. 
w .That your petitioner is entirely guiltless 
of any crime or offence against the laws, and 
therefore prays your honorable House to 
take such measures to give him relief as 
they may deem expedient.

The House met at half-nast tlireo o'clock. 
Present — Speaker Helmcken, anil Messrs. 
Foster, Coles, Crease, Green, Waddington, 
Cary, Gordon, Tolmie, and McDonald. 

THE .£10,000 LOAN. 

House in Committee on bill to raise a 
loan of £10,000, on security of Victoria and 
Esquimau harbor dues, to be appropriated 
towards the improvement of Vic'oria harbor 
and Esquimalt road. The bill was taken 
up at section No. 4, providing for the ap- 
pointment by the Governor of a commission 
to examine anil report ns to the best line to 
be adopted in the formation of the now Es- 
quimalt road. 

Mr. Helmcken said that on laying- out the 
iiew road, it was necessary to have some 
starting and some ending points. He pro- 
posed toofTer an amendment to the section, 
that a commission of five persons be ap- 
pointed to examine the proposed line of road, 
commencing at a point opposite Ellis Point 
and ending at the naval hospital. 

Mr. Tolmie asked what line was proposed 
to be followed at the late meeting at Esqui- 
mau.' 

Mr. Gordon replied none had been posi- 
tively decided upon. 

Mr. Cary thought this amendment should 
not be inserted ; because, it the commission 
examined the line between Ellis Point and 

• the Marine Hospital, and reported against 
that route, this bill would be useless, as with 
this amendment it could only be passed for 
that specific route. 

Mr. Helmcken withdrew his amendment. 

Mr. Foster would very much like to see 
some naval or military men on the commis- 
sion. A line of road might be resolved upon 
between the officers and the civilians, which 
would serve both as a military and a public 
road. Capt. Richards and others, men of 
experience in such matters, mi^ht be placed 
■on the commission, and by amalgamating 
the two roads, save the colony some thou- 
sands of pounds. 

Mr. Waddini-ton said Capt. Richards he 
was not personally acquainted with ; but he 
was with his reports on Victoria harbor, and 
he mast say they were — well, they were 
perfectly laughable. 

Section 4 was then adopted, with the ad- 
dition that some of the members of the com- 
mission may be otlicers in H. M. naval or 
military service, 

S eo , 5 — Authorising the Governor to raise 
a loan of £10,000 on security of harbor 
funds : sec. 0, 7, and 8, advertising for ten- 
ders for the loan in sums not exceeding 
£100, accepting the lowest rate of interest ; 
and interest payable quarterly ; sec. 'J — The 
interest to be paid after the harbor expenses 
are deducted from dues, and the balance to 
be employed in clearing off such of the said 

* sums of £100 as the money on hand will ad- 
mit; and sees. 12 and l.'i, providing for the 
issuances of certificates to parties loaning 
any portion of the fund, such certificates to 
be transferable, were severally adopted.

.Mr. Cary stated the object of the bill was 
to protect parties who had bought real estate 
in good faith, where '.he transfer was not 
made in a stiictly legal form, 

Mr. Waddington — This bill is not in 
keeping with .the English laws; parties 
having purchased properly, the transfer of 
which was not made in a strictly legal 
form, would have to depend upon the cor- 
roboratiTo testimony of certain old gentle- 
men who are in the habit of imbibing too 
much, and who may have seen the transfer 
made, In England, the case is different, 
'('here the judge decides from the document 
placed belore him. 

Mr. Cary replied that this bill was even 
i. m: stringent than the English bill. It not 
only compels the Chief Justice to examine 
the deed of transfer, but ho must also call 

ojai testimony corroborative as to the inten- 

i: ns ol the party making the transfer. 

The bill passed to a" Committee of the

Mr. Waddington seconded the bill. He 
done so with proper and disinterested mo- 
tives [immoderate laughter). He had been 
told he had great interests involved by the 
removal of the bridge. He had property on 
aline with the proposed bridges; and he 
had property in an opposite direction. What 
he lost in oneway he would gain in another. 
Gentlemen might enjoy a good laugh on the 
subject, but he meant what he said. Our 
harbor is very small, and barely sufficient 
for the accommodation of the numerous ves- 
sels visiting us from time to time. By re- 
moving the present rotten old bridge wo 
would have a harbor two-thirds larger than 
wiih the bridge in its present condition. The 
present bridge is an Obstructive Bridge [no 
disiespect to those members of the party 
present.] It obstructed the navigation of a 
great portion of the harbor. The piles of the 
present bridge are moving like the pendu- 
lum to a clock, and he expected nothing else 
than a stage load of people let down into the 
bay before long. The hon. gentleman con- 
cluded by saying that he should support the 
bill strenuously. 

Mr. Gordon— I believe, Mr. Speaker, that 
it is not customary to oppose a bill at its 
first reading ; so I shall reserve my objec- 
tions until tho bill comes up for a second 
reading. 

The bill then passed to a second reading. 
A New View of the Syrian Massacres. 

The coriespondence of the London Herald 
says :— As regards the massacres no Joubl 
the details received are very painful ; but a 
great deal of set.ti mental twaddle finds its 
way into print about our "Christian breth- 
ren." It is absuid to consider the mongrel 
Greeks, Jews, Maronites, and soidisant Cath- 
olics, as in any degree superior lothe Druses 
or Mussulmans. In the present instance it 
is by no means proved that the latter were 
the aggressors. On the contrary, the evi- 
dence is the other way. For the last thirty 
years and more, Lebanon has been periodi- 
cally the scene of such outbreaks as the 
present. In 1830 Beirut was plundered by 
the Greeks ; Dayer el Kamar was, six years 
later, plundered by the Druses ; in 18 10, the 
Maronites, whom"SirC. Napier took it into 
his head to patronize, made various success- 
ful forays on the Druse villages after the 
affair ai Koraichovan. 

The Turkish government, however, con- 
trived to keep them pretty quiet after the 
defeat of Ihraham Pacha, but in 1846, Eng' 
land foolishly allowed the Sultairs autho- 
rity, the only one which these mountain 
tribes respected, to be reduced to zero. A 
couple of pachas have been kept up for the 
sake of show, but without being allowed a 
sufficient force to make the authority of the 
Porte respected. Since then, the influence 
of England has declined, and that of France 
and Russia increased. We now see Hie 
results. Hut to makethe Sul Ian responsible 
for these disturbances, after we have de- 
prived him of the mesns of* repressi ng them, 
by making the tribes independent of his 
rule, is die height of injustice, as well as 
absurdity.

Astur's greatest ambition is to swell the 
property left to him by his father to 
$100,000,000. lie will then, we suppose, 
step out and give his eldest son an opportu- 
nity of reaching a billion !
